Thoro  ia 
no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence,  or  mortality,  from  Tubercuiooio 
in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area. 
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V.'AT^E  SUPPLY.  ’The  whole  of  the  BoroUi^h  is  served  by  Mains  of  the 
'^^esTTrSapsHire  Water  Company,  and  apart  from  a very  few  outlying 
oottages,  all  houses  are  connected  therewith. 

The  now  source  of  supplj^  is  the  River  Avon,  and 
complete  purification  of  water  is  attained  at  the  Company’s  Worhs. 

To  ensure  absolute  safety,  final  purificcition  is  obtained  by 
Chloramine  treatment . 

The  supply  Is  constant  and  has  continued  to  bo 
consistently  of  the  highest  degree  of  chemical  and  bacterial  purity. 
The  water  is  of  moderate  hardness,  no  plumb o- solvent  action,  and 
entirely  free  from  metals. 

nrP^KTilRTA  IMvinHSATIOIT*  Under  the  soliomo  adopted  by  your  Council 
‘in  Ig'dn  / imTnrniflpJti nn  has  continued  to  be  carried  out  on  a sessional 
basis  arrangement  by  private  practitioners. 

The  prophylactic  used  has  beenyi.lmi_^ 
Precipitated-  Toxoid.  The  total  number  of  children  immunised  during 
the  year  1943  was  172.  According  to  the  estimated  number  of  children 
0-14  years  of  age  at  mid  1943  given  by  the  Registrar-G-eneral,  the 
percentage  of  these  children  immunised  stands  at  63^6.  The  total 
number  of  immunisations  carried  out  in  your  Borough  from  the 
inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  19*10  up  to  the  present  tine,  is  2,057. 

SGAKIHS.  Diiring  1942  special  provision  was  made  for  the  treatment 
of  Scabies  by  arrangements  for  cases,  both  male  and  female,  to  be 
treated  at  the  A*E.PT  Oas  Cleansing  Centre,  at  Millhams  Street  Tirst 
Aid  Pest,  treatment  being  "carried  out  by  the  ,31  stor-in- charge  of  the 
First  Aid  Post,  assisted  by  full-time  Gas  Cleansing  personnel.  This 
has  continued  during  1943.  In  addition,  the  more  severe  cases 
occurring  among" children  suffering  from  secondary  impetiginous 
infection  have  been  admitted  to  ’’Killough’' , the  Borough  of 
Christchurch  Bvacuation  Hostel,  situated  in  Hew  Hilton. 

Baring  the  year  1943,  80  cases  have  boon  treated  at  the 
A.R.P.  Gas  Cleansing  Station,  and  7 cases  at  ’ICillough”  Hostel.  In 
addition,  a certain  number  of  cases  have  received  treatment  from 
their  own  medical  attendants.  In  general, medicament  oidployed  has 
been  Benzyl-benzoate  emulsion.  In  no  instance  has  it  been  neoessary 
to  issue  notices  for  compulsory  inspection  or  treatment  under  the 
Scabies  Order,  1941, 

VMBHSAL  lOLSBASBS,  Defence  Regulation  33B,  Venereal  Diseases,  is 
administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  During  1943,  no  occasion 
arose  necessitating  the  serving  of  Fom  2 upon  any  person  resident  in 
your  Borough  suspected  through  infomation  by  two  informers  of 
contraction  of  Venereal  JUsease. 

aoV3B:i.TM]arT  EVACUATIOH  EOSym.  This  Hostel  situated  at  ’TCillough” , 
Ifearton  Court  Avenue,’  itew  Mifton,  under  the  control  of  the  Borough 
of  Christ  church,  and  which  provides  acoomodatiou  for  ton  children, 
has  continued  to  function  in  a very  satisfactory  manner,  I wish  to 
express  my  thanks  to  Br»  Kate  Ball  who  has  continued  to  carry  out 
in  the  most  kindly  and  generous  manner,  medical  supervision  and 
treatment  of  ddildren  accommodated  at  the  Hostel,  and  also  to  Miss 
Stickland,  Matron  of  the  Hostel,  and  her  assistant  Miss  Ash,  v/ho 
have  done  so  very  much  to  ensure  the  general  v/elfare  and  happiness 
of  the  children, 

IXiring  the  year  1943,  49  children 
have  been  received  into  the  Hostel,  of  which  from  the  Borougli  of 
Christchurch  11  were  Scabies,  18  Impetigo,  and  8 ovhers.  The 
remaining  12  children  were  admitted  from  the  Borough  of  Lymington 
end  from  the  Rural  Bistrict  of  Ringwood  and  For  ding  bridge, 

SALTITARY  HT^ECTIOH  OF  THB  ARHA.  "A  very  detailed  ojjiprehonsive

The  follo7/ing  notes  simmarise  the 
more  important  items  detailed  in  Mr,  Friend’s  report. 
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.OOWaHSDa  MD  80  inspectiona  were  made,  and  in  one  ease 

only  was  "found  Necessary  to  talce  action  against  the  o.ocnpier 
of  Dairy  premises. 

Daring  the  year  a mechanical  milking 
machine  v/as  installed  at  Roe  shot  Dam. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  as 
Oov/keepers  la  13,  and  the  number  of  premises  registered  as 
Cowsheds  is  13.  The  number  of  persons  registered  as  retail 
purveyors  of  milk  is  12,  there  being  also;4  persons  resident 
outside  the  District  who  retail  milk  in  your  Borough. 

mkmmTim  op  meat  mb  pood  arUDDS.  213  visits  ware  made.  507 
pounds  of  uhoanined  meat , 'in oluding'  bacon,  were  oonde2iLned,  and  162 
tins  of  canned  meats.  739  pounds  of  uncanned  fish  and  37  tins  of 
canned  fish.  In  addition,  94  tins  of  23iilk,  277  pounds  of  Ship 
Biscuits,  and  a small  quantity  of  sugar,  ^ams,  tinned  fruit  and 
vegetables!  were  dealt  with. 

33RAIITA(tB  MD  SAITITATIOir . Several  existing  drainage  systems  were 
Werh’aule’d'  'ah'd  partly  relaid;  4 premises  ^vere  connected  to  the 
Sev/er  during  the  year.  Owing  to  war-time  conditions,  works  of  an 
essential  nature  only  have  been  carried  out. 

HOUSB  KB^SB  COUECTIOIT  MB  DiaPOSAD.  The  very  complete 
re-organisatloh  of  t^e  'scheme  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
inaugurated  by  Mr.  Driend  in  1942  has  proved  eminently  satisfactory 
resulting  in  a large  saving,  not  only  of  money,  but  of  petrol,  the 
consumption  of  petrol  for  this  purpose  having  been  reduced  by  no 
less  than  704  gallons  over  that  of  1942  and  by  1322  gallons  over 
that  consumed  in  1941,  a saving  which  amounts  to  approximately 
60  per'oent.  Mr.  i3^iend  is  to  be  very  much  congratulated  upon  this 
admirable  achiovment  which  has  coupled  increased  efficiency  in  the 
collection  of  refuse  with  a remarkable  saving  in  the  consumption  of 
petrol  so  important  at  the  present  time. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  has 

continued  to  be  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Corporation's  Dump  at  Stanpit  Marshes.  Unfortunately  this  tipping 
which  takes  place  on  water-logged  ground  has  not  been  entirely 
devoid  of  unpleasantness  and  annoyance  to  persons  living  in  the 
vicinity;  and  I would  again  stress  the  importance  of  ample  supplies 
of  suitable  covering  material  at  all  times.  Considerable  difficulty 
also  arises  from  the  almost  daily  presence  of  children,  including 
quite  young  children,  on  the  Dump,  who  pick  over  the  rubbish  in 
search  of  debris  for  pu3?poses  of  play  or  for  taking  heme  to  their 
parents.  This  is  a matter  which  requires  your  most  careful 
consideration,  since  obvious  considerable  risk  to  the  health  of 
the  children  is  involved,  quite  apart  frem  rl^  of  injury.  The 
war-time  shortage  of  firing  materials  and  domestic  utensils  appears 
to  have  recently  increased  greatly  this  trespass,  on  the  Dump,  and 
provision  is  needed  to  prevent  such  trespass.  Uotice  boards  are 
quite  ineffective. 

Hat  incidence  at  this  Dump 
has  considerably  decreased  since  the  work  of  rat  destruction  has 
been  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Gassing  is  carried  out 
periodically  with  the  aid  of  th§  "Austr^ian  Doot  Bump”  and  .j. 
”Cyanogas”.  ”It  will  no  doubt  be  appreciated”  states  Mr.  Driend” 
”that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  completely  rid  a tip  of  rats, 
particularly  so  vrtion  the  tip  is  near  water”. 

VBBMIIT  (BTO3).  7 ccmplaints  of  infestation  of  premises  were 

'received'  during  the  year.  In  only  three  oases  v/ore  these  complaints 
definitely  conffimed.  Disinfestation  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  by  means  of  ”Zald0cid0”. 

BOCaaiUgBOTlITG  arATiqU.  During  the  year,  6,393  Blankets,  1,3S9 
Waitresses  and'  Pillows  have  been  dealt  with.  In  addition, 

several  lots  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  also  treated  by  the 
Bactorol  Disinfector,  The  demand  upon  this  Disinfecting  station 
shows  an  increase  of  over  60  per  cent  upon  that  of  1942. 
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EOUgCNG . One  case  only  of  overcrowding  was  "br ought  to  notice 
during  the  year*  This  was  alated  by  rehousing  the  family  concerned* 
During  the  year  17  houses  have  been  reconditioned  in  various 
' respects,  while  oaniplainta  received  relative  to  matters  not  likely 
to  result  in  serious  deterioration  or  inconvenience  to  the 
occupiers  have  been  set  aside  with  a viev;  to  being  dealt  v/ith  when 
circumstances  permit* 

A partial  reviev/  of  housing  in  the  Borough  in  respect  to 
bvercrov^ding  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  seme  4:89  premises 
being  inspected  and  rooms  measured, 

SEQPg  ACTS.  Inspections  have  boon  made  at  frequent  intervals  v.,-, 
ensure  compliance  v/ith  the  requirements  of  the  Acts,  1E9  vipli  .v 
were  made  during  the  year. 

BATCMIOUSBS.  20  visits  wore  made  during  the  year,  and,  with  one 
'exception  of  a bal^iehouso  requiring  llmev/ashing  of  walls  and 
ceilings,  all  were  found  maintained  in  a satisfactory  s-bate, 

MOSQ.BITO  CONTROL.  25  visits  r/ore  made  and  necessary  action  talcen 
Vo'  arbat e"  mo'sq'ui't'o  nuisance.  Bo  evidence  has  been  forthcoming  of 
the  prevalence  of  malaria- carrying  mosquitoes  in  the  District.

SCHOOLS  ABD  CHIU)  WELFARE.  The  Medical  Inspection  of  children 
Tn  the  Schools  is  carrie'd  out  by  the  Staff  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  as'also  the  conduct  of  the  Child  Welfare  and  School 
Clinics,  Tuberculosis,  Ophthalmic,  Orthopaedic,  Dental  and 
Ante-natal  Clinics,  all  of  which  are  conducted  at  the  Millhams 
Street  Welfare  Centre,  The  general  health  of  infants  end  children 
has  continued  to  be  y; ell-maintained.  "Special  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  war-time  incidence  of  Scabies  and  liupetigo,  A Slight 
apparent  tendency  to  increase  in  allergic  conditions  among  children 
has  been  observed.  This,  I believe,  is  more  or  less  common 
throughout  the  country,  and  is  probably  not  attributable  to  war-time 
diet. 

Considerable  and  urgent  need  exists  for 
one  or  more  convalescent  homes  in  the  Counby  to  which  ailing  and 
debilitated  children  may  be  sent.  Much  cf  the  valuable  v/ork  carried 
out  at  Clinics  is  depreciated  by  the  practically  complete  absence 
of  such  provision,  and  I Sincerely  trust  that  imraediately  afbor  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  both  your  Council  and  the  County  Couacil 
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will  giro  urgent  and  serious  consideration  to  this  highly  desirable 
addition  to  health  and  social  services.  7.  am  absolutely  convinced 
from  forty  years  experience  of  child  welfare,  not  only  in  this 
southern  area  but  also  in  one  of  the  most  congested  and  heavily 
populated  areas  in  oast  London,  that  any  expenditure  so  incurred 
would  moro  than  amply  repay  itself*  So  long  ago  as  19a4,  'iDr,  Mirabail, 
professor  of  IPhysiology  at  Toulouse,  proved  conclusively  by  a series 
of  very  concise  scientific  investigations  the  remarlcable  benefits 
to  health  and  physique  derived  by  debilitated  children  from  short 
residence  in  convalascent  hames;  improvement  in  weight  and  height, 
in  muscular  tone,  in  respiratory  aotion,  in  rod-cell  blood  content, 
and  so  on. 

Porty  years  have  passed,  and  yet  oonvalasoent  homes  are  still 
lacking  to  benefit  the  children  of  your  Jlistrict.  The  child  makes 
the  man.  Much  disease  and  frailty  and  neurosis  in  adult  life  is 
the  consequence  of  neglect  of  adequate  care  and  bodily  recuperation 
of  the  child  during  periods  of  debility.  Completo  ohango,  rest,  and 
nutritional  care  in  happy  surroundings  is  far  more  valuable  than 
oceans  of  medicaments  and  vitamins  administered  under  adverse 
conditions. 

Ample  accommodation  for  children,  especially  of  the  labouring 
classes,  in  convalescent  homes  is,  in  my  opinion,  an  absolutely 
essential  adjunct  to  the  now  much  discussed  health  services  of  the 
future  if  they  are  to  be  really  effective.  Education  refona  is  of 
secondary  importance  unless  the  child  is  physically  and  consequently 
mentally  fit  to  profit  thereby.

There  has  been  no  exceptional  incidence  of  infectious  disease*  A 
considerable  amount  of  attention  has  been  given  by  my  Department  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  highest  possible  standard  of  efficiency  of  the 
Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service  in  your  Borough,  and  oom0.ote,  efficient 
and  friendly  oo-operation  has  continued  with  all  other  branches  of 
Civil  Defence*  X wish  to  convey  to  Mr*  P.  lo  V*  Priend,  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  my  espooial  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  end 
valuable  assistance  he  has  at  all  times  given  me  in  all  matters 
connected  v/ith  technioal  sanitation,  and  to  express  to  your  Council 
and  it* 3 officers  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  help  and 
consideration  extended  to  me.

FOR  THU  YEAR  1945. 


To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses 
of  the  Borough  of  Christchurch. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  third  Annual 
Report  covering  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1945. 

A total  of  2296  inspections  was  made  during  the  year, 
a decrease  of  513  on  the  number  for  the  previous  year,  this 
decrease  being  due  to  my  absence,  owing  to  illness,  for  several 
weeks.  Of  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out,  103  were  made 
while  work  was  in  progress.  Table  1 shows  in  detail  the^ 
principal  matters  v^hich  were  made  the  subject  of  these  visits. 

The  principal  items  of  the  report  are  set  out  in 
classified  order  as  follows 

1*  HOUSIITG  - Simi  CLEiiRiliCE ; - 

It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  existing 
conditions  preclude  one  from  taking  any  action  in  this  matter. 

I have  no  doubt  that  it  is  generally  appreciated  that  conditions 
in  property  of  this  nature  go  from  bad  to  worse,  and  that  there 
is  little  or  nothing  that  can  be  done  to  alleviate  the 
conditions  under  which  the  occupiers  of  such  premises  are 
living.  I am  hopeful  however,  that  this  matter  may  be  dealt 
with  in  the  not  too  distant  future  and  that  decent  housing 
conditions  will  be  provided  for  those  at  present  living  in 
what  is  little  short  of  squalor. 

2.  HOUSPIG  - RECONDITIONING; - 

Only  absolutely  essential  repairs  were  called  for 
during  the  year,  any  complaints  relative  to  matters  which 
were  not  likely  to  result  in  serious  deterioration  or 
inconvenience  to  the  occupiers  being  set  aside  with  a view 
to  being  dealt  with  when  circumstances  permit.  Consequently, 
the  Housing  Programme  for  the  year  under  review  is  rather 
lean,  only  17  houses  having  been  dealt  vjith.  In  order  to 
facilitate  the  carrying  out  of  essential  repairs,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circulars  28288  and  2871  in  June 
end  October  respectively.  These  Circulars  lay  down  the 
procedure  to  be  adopted  for  procuring  the  necessary  labour 
and  materials  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  houses. 

3.  HOUSIHG  - ABATEMENT  0?  OVSRCRQWDPJG ; - 

Only  one  case  of  overcrowding  was  brought  to  my 
notice  during  the  year.  This  concerned  a family  consisting 
of  husband  and  wife  and  6 children  occupying  one  room 
capable  of  accommodating  2 persons  only.  With  the  assistance 
of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Department  this  family  was  rehoused  at 
No . 20  Pound  Lane . 

On  perusing  Table  7 it  will  be  noticed  that  2 cases 
of  overcrowding  were  relieved  during  the  year.  The  second 
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case  refers  to  one  of  the  Council  Houses  in  Queens  Road 
which  was  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  1942  but  v;hich  has  since 
been  vacated  by  the  family  concerned. 

It  has  been  found  possible,  with  the  aid  of  Miss 
Me.  Dermid,  a clerk  in  my  Department,  to  carry  out  a partial 
check  on  overcrowding  in  the  Borough  and  during  the  year 
under  review  489  premises  were  inspected,  rooms  measured, 
and  Overcrowding  Forms  prepared. 

4.  MEAT  JJJD  FOOD  INSPECTION: - 

'V  ' ' Slaughtering  is  still  being  carried  out  in  the 
Government -Controlled  slaughterhouses,  in  Bournemouth,  all 
meat  being  subjected  to  examination  by  the  Meet  and  Food 
Inspectors  prior  to  release.  A rsletively  small  quantity 
of  beef  and  pork  was  condemned  by  ms  during  the  year  and 
such  meat  was  returned  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Depot  at 
Bournemouth. 

213  visits  were  made  to  the  various  food  shops 
end  restaurants,  and  in  general  these  were  found  to  be  in 
a satisfactory  state. 

Table  2 shows  the  articles  of  food  which  were  found 
to  be  unfit  end  which  were  consequently  condemned. 

5.  SLAUGHTERHOUSES ; - 

Sue  to  the  fact  that  slaughtering  is  now  centralised, 
the  4 slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  are  only  used  for  the 
slaughter  of  cottager’s  pigs,  which  pigs  ere  slaughtered  only 
on  issue  of  a permit  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  10  visits  were 
paid  to  these  establishments  during  the  year. 

6.  DAIRIES  MD  COWSHEDS 

80  inspections  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  generally  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been 
maintained  end  that  in  only  1 case  was  it  found  necessary 
to  take  action  against  the  occupier  of  dairy  premises  in 
this  Borough.  The  cose  in  question  was  dealt  with  under 
Section  22  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  occupier 
of  the  premises  having  been  made  to  appear  before  the 
Public  Health  Committee  to  show  cause  why  the  Local  Authority 
should  not,  for  reasons  stated  in  the  Notice,  cancel  his 
licence  as  a retail  purveyor  of  milk.  This  action  resulted 
in  a considerable  improvement  at  the  dairy  but  it  is  regrettable 
to  have  to  state  that  the  individual  concerned  is  not  of  the 
type  who  can,  without  constant  supervision,  maintain  a standard 
of  cleanliness  which  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders. 

During  the  year,  a mechanical  milking  machine  was 
installed  at  Roeshot  Farm. 

Table  3 sets  out  in  detail  a full  summary  as 
recorded  in  the  Register. 

7.  DRAINAGE 

Comparatively  little  work  of  this  nature  has  been 
carried  out  end  only  4 premises  v/ere  connected  to  the  Sewer 
during  the  year.  Several  existing  drainage  systems  were 
overhauled  and  partly  relaid.

9 . THiPilNOUS  BREidlSES : - 

7 complaints  of  bug  infestation  were  lodged  with 
the  Department  duming  the  year.  In  only  three  cases  were 
these  com-nlaints  definitely  confirmed.  In  all  other  cases 
it  was  impossible  to  find  any  signs  of  infestation  and 
though  a careful  watch  ?;as  maintained  on  the  premises 
concerned  no  signs  of  this  pest  have  been  found.  Oi  the 
three  confirmed  cases,  only  one  shovjed  signs  ox  heavy 
infestation,  hugs  being  present  in  hundreds,  iirrangemen . s 
were  made  to  have  the  wails  stripped  of ^paper  and  woodwork 
removed,  infested  rooms  were  treated  with  ‘'Zaruecide  , an 
agent  which  has  proved  to  be  very  effective.

(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is,  as  far  as  possible,  disposed  of 
Controlled  Tipping.  The  very  fact  that  such  tipping  takes 
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piece  on  weter-logged  ground  is  at  verlence  uith  the 
instructions  laid  dovjn  by  the  Ministry  of  Eoelth.  Houever, 
tipping  in  this  Borough  is  being  c?:rried  out  with  the 
minimum  of  nuisence  end  is  being  the  means  of  reclaiming 
what  will  one  day  be  very  valuable  land. 

In  June  1942,  I asked  the  Public  Health  Committee 
to  authorise  me  to  tip  refuse  on  the  parcel  of  land  adjoining 
Stanpit  Rood.  Pilling  in  of  this  land  commenced  in  September 
1942  end  the  greater  part  of  the  marshy  ground  between  the 
road  and  the  culvert  has  no?/  been  reclaimed.  Objection  to 
this  scheme  was  raised  by  some  of  the  inhabitants  at  Stanpit 
and  Mudeford,  but  os  the  work  of  filling  in  has  progressed 
with  little  or  no  nuisance,  no  further  objections  have  been 
raised  and  I think  that  those  living  in  the  vicinity  ore 
realising  that  the  filling  in  of  this  lend  has  been  a 
definite  improvement. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  means  has  so  far  been 
found  to  enclose  the  tip  and  thereby  prevent  trespass  and 
indiscriminate  tipping,  the  latter  being  very  prevalent  at 
weekends  when  the  tip  is  not  manned,  the  greater  port  of  such 
tipping  being  done  by  Service  personnel. 

A total  of  1278  loads  of  house  end  trade  refuse  have 
been  tipped  on  the  Marsh  during  the  year.  In  addition,  1776 
loads  of  road  sweepings  end  other  materials  have  been  dealt 
with. 

12.  DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS:- 

The  rat  population  at  the  dump  has  considerably 
decreased  since  this  work  has  been  carried  out  by  direct 
labour.  Gassing  is  carried  out  periodically  v:ith  the  aid 
of  the  "Australian  Foot  Pump"  and  "Cyanogas".  It  will  no 
doubt  be  appreciated  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
completely  rid  a tip  of  rats,  particularly  so  when  the  tip 
is  near  water, 

25  complaints  of  rats  in  various  parts  of  the 
Borough  were  lodged  with  the  Department  during  the  year. 

In  6 instances  the  complaints  were  not  confirmed.  Bait, 
when  available,  ?/as  laid,  with  varying  results,  but  efforts 
are  being  made  to  destroy  this  pest.

13.  DISINFECTING  STATION; --

Disinfector  at  Quomps;  6393  Blankets;  1329  Mattresses  and 
1626  Pillows  having  been  dealt  with.  In  addition,  several 
articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  hove  also  been  passed  through 
the  apparatus.
